Now Orleans, Fob. 27.—Fire involv­ 
ing millions of dollars loss in property 
and that strikes a blow at the Immense 
trade export of Now 
Orleans, swept 
the river front at night and wiped out 
the vast freight term inals of the Illi­ 
nois Central, known as the Stuyvesant 
docks. 
Nearly 
a dozen 
squares of 
modern wharves and freight sheds, two 
magnificent 
grain 
elevators, 
hun­ 
dreds of loaded cars and vast quanti­ 
ties ol freight, including 20,000 bales 
of cotton, 
were destroyed, 
together 
with 
a large number 
of small 
resi- 
clenes. 
The fire was still raging fu­ 
riously at midnight, at which time it 
had alm ost reached the upper end of 
the Illinois Central property. 
It has not been determined whether 
there has been any loss of life. 
The 
ocean going shipping 
seems to have 
escaped serious damage. 
A number 
of firemen and employes of the docks 
were injured. 
Actual estim ates of the 
losses 
are 
Impossible 
at 
present, 
though they may exceed $5,000,000. 
The Stuyvesant docks extended from 
Louisiana avenue almost to Napoleon 
avenue, a distance of twelve squares. 
The wharves between these two points 
were covered with miles of trackage 
and 
steel 
and iron 
sheds ran 
the 
whole distance. 
Work of Years Wiped Out. 
The two grain elevators were of the 
most modern construction, the upper 
one 
having a 
capacity of 
i,ui)0,000 
bushels. 
Thousands of bales of cot­ 
ton, se veral hundred 
thousand pac k­ 
ages of sugar, great quantities of cot­ 
tonseed oil and oil-eake, lumber and 
every conceivable variety of freight 
filled the warehouses and sheds. Prac­ 
tically all the export business - a d d l e d 
li> the Illinois Central was put aboard 
ships at these docks. 
The docks and 
improvemc lits have been unde r eou- 
Btrm tion for ten years past. 
The fire was discovered shortly after 
7 o’clock. 
It was said to have result­ 
ed from a journal that had not been 
sufficiently oiled. The whole plant was 
equipped with gigantic 
w ater tanks 
and fire extinguishing apparatus, but 
the1 blaze, small at the beginning, al­ 
most instantaneously got beyond con­ 
trol, communicating through th*' con­ 
veyors to the lower elevator and some 
of the sheds. 
The response OI the fire 
departm ent was prompt but owing to 
the fact that th© term inals were not 
readily accessible 
bec ail se of fences 
and tracks the engines found difficulty 
in reaching 
the flames. 
In 
half an 
hour the fire covered two squares, the 
lower elevator was practically consum­ 
ed and the fire was sweeping with ir­ 
resistible fury both up and down the 
river. 
Harbor tugs 
hastened to the 
wharves and vessels that were moor­ 
ed there were pulled out into the river. 
Switch engines were rushed to the 
wharves 
and 
hundreds 
of 
loaded 
freight 
cars were 
drawn to 
points 
above the upper end of the terminals 
before the fire 
reached them. 
Hun­ 
dreds more, however, were consumed. 


Many Residences Destroyed. 


The wind 
was blowing 
down the 
river as the blaze began aud the fire 
spread with greater speed in that di­ 
rection. 
By 9 o’clock the lower eleva­ 
tor 
and 
sheds 
and wharves 
from 
Amelia street to Louisiana avenue, a 
distance of six squares, had fallen in. 
Fortunately Louisiana avenue is a very 
broad thoroughfare 
and the further 
spread of the fire beyond that point 
Into a residence section was cheeked. 
Between the points named, however, 
the flames swept to complete destruc­ 
tion 
many 
cottages 
of the

W ashington, Feb. 27.—At the begin­ 
ning of the last week of the present 
session only one of the regular appro­ 
priation bills has been finally acted on 
by congress and approved by the presi­ 
dent.

Now Orleans, Feb. 27.-—Fire involv­ 
ing millions of dollara loss In property 
and that strikes a blow at the Immense 
trade export of New' 
Orleans, swept 
the river front at night and wiped out 
the vast freight term inals of the Illi­ 
nois Central, known as the Stuyvesant 
docks. 
Nearly 
a dozen 
squares of 
modern wharves and freight sheds, two 
magnificent 
grain 
elevators, 
hun­ 
dreds of loaded cars and vast quanti­ 
ties ot insight, including 20,000 hales 
of cotton, 
were destroyed, 
together 
with 
a large num ber 
of small 
resi- 
denes. 
The fire was still raging fu­ 
riously at midnight, at which time it 
had almost reached the upper end of 
the Illinois Central property. 
It has not been determined w hether 
there has been any loss of life. 
The 
ocean-going shipping 
seems to have 
escaped serious damage. 
A num ber 
of firemen and employes of the docks 
were Injured. 
Actual estim ates of the 
losses 
are 
impossible 
at 
present, 
though they may exceed $5,000,000. 
The Stuyvesant docks extended from 
Louisiana avenue almost to Napoleon 
avenue, a distance of twelve squares.

P rac­ 
tically all the export business kandled 
by the Illinois Central was put aboard 
ships at these docks. 
The docks and 
improvements have been under con­ 
struction for ten years past. 
The fire was discovered shortly after 
7 o’clock. 
It. was said to have result­ 
ed from a journal that had not been 
sufficiently oiled. The whole plant was 
equipped with gigantic 
w ater tanks

the blaze, small at the beginning, al­ 
most instantaneously got beyond con­ 
trol, communicating through the con­ 
veyors to the lower elevator and some 
of the sheds. 
The response of the fire 
departm ent was prompt but owing to

the flames.

hour the fire covered two squares, the 
lower elevator was practically consum­ 
ed and the fire was sweeping with ir­ 
resistible fury both up and down the 
river. 
Harbor tugs 
hastened to the 
wharves and vessels that were moor­ 
ed there were pulled out into the river. 
Switch engines were rushed to the 
wharves 
and 
hundreds 
of 
loaded 
freight 
cars were 
drawn to 
jsjints 
above the upper end of the term inals 
before the fire 
reached them. 
Hun­ 
dreds more, however, were consumed. 


Many Residences Destroyed. 
The wind 
was blowing 
down the 
river as the blaze began and the fire 
spread with greater speed in that di­ 
rection. 
By 9 o’clock the lower eleva­ 
tor 
and 
sheds 
and wharves 
from 
Amelia street to Louisiana avenue, a 
distance of six squares, had fallen in. 
Fortunately Louisiana avenue is a very 
broad thoroughfare 
and the further 
spread of the fire beyond that point 
into a residence section was checked.

W ashington, Feb. 27.—At the begin­ 
ning of the last week of the present 
session only one of the regular appro­ 
priation bills has been finally acted on 
by congress and approved by the presi­ 
dent.

“At the afternoon session the rules, 
constitution and by-laws presented by

Held Saturday 


EIGHT TOWNS IN THE LEAGUE 


M. J. Reilly, Who Attended the 


Meeting from Here, is Very 


• Favorably Impressed. 


Tho following report of the meeting of 
those interested in the organization of 
the Northern Baseball League is taken 
from the Fargo Morning Call: 
“Representatives 
of tho Northern 
Baseball League held a meeting in Far­ 
go yesterday and took steps to reorgan­ 
ize the association. 
“The circuit committee reported in 
favor of the admission of clubs from 
Crookston, Brainerd, Thief River Falls 
and St. Cloud. Upon proper and satis­ 
factory showings by representatives of 
these places the league decided to admit 
the clubs, thus making a circuit of eight 
clubs, Fargo, Grand Forks, Winnipeg 
and Duluth being the only teams re­ 
maining of the league of last year. 
“The cities of the circuit were repre­ 
sented as follows: 
“Fargo- Price, Stern and Camitsch. 
“Grand Forks HL H. Kent and M. 
Stanchfield. 
“Duluth L. Van Prnagh. 
“Crookston N. S. Davies. 
“Brainerd—M. J. Reilly. 
“Thief River Falls and St. Cloud 
were represented by telegraph. 
Both 
towns 
have 
raised tho 
necesssary 
amount of money and are acceptable to 
the leaguo. 
“President Laxdal. Ernie Kent and 
others were present. 
“At the afternoon session tho rules, 
constitution and by laws presented by 
tho committee on rules were adopted 
with the exception of a few changes, 
the most drastic being that absolutely 
prohibiting managers of teams under 
any circumstances going beyond the 
salary limit of ('lass D of the National 
League organization, to which class the 
Northern League belongs. 
The salary 
limit, $850, will be adhered to absolute­ 
ly, the rules being fixed with that end 
in view. 
Each team will put up a $500 
cash forfeit. 
E. H. Kent, former president of the 
league, was by a ri.-dng and unanimous 
vote made president for the year.

“President Laxtlal, Ernie Kent and 
others were present. 
“At the afternoon session the rules, 
constitution and by-laws presented by 
tho committee on rules were adopted

struction,

ment and rollateral costs, and water 
supply, sewers, or paving of Panama 
or Colon, which last item s are to be

The committee estim ates that a sea 
level canal can be completed within 
ten to twelve years from the present 
time.
